Boulder, Colorado, it was 
purchased by Pete Brock 
in spring 1963. Carroll 
Shelby hired Brock as his 
first paid employee, running the Carroll Shelby School of High 
Performance Driving. The Falcon soon became a parts chaser 
and advertising vehicle for Shelby and Ford. It was used to take 
personnel and Cobras to and from test sessions at Riverside 
Raceway. 

Pete Brock is known to Cobra fans as the guy who took the 
Shelby Cobra roadster and turned it into the slippery Cobra 
Daytona Coupe. Immediately it was ten miles per hour faster 
than the Cobra Roadster. It holds the distinction of being the 
first American car to beat out the European regulars and grab 
the FIA' GT World Championship, motorsports’ ultimate prize 
in worldwide sports-car racing. 

The Shelby American Collection represents the rich racing 
heritage of Shelby American and has on display some of the 
most famous Shelby American cars ever built. The museum is 
also host to displays of period-correct automobilia, tools, and 
tributes to the greats. 

Ronnie Crawford takes us on a personal tour of the museum 
and gives us an up close look at this American Falcon icon,

We know that in the DSO #710911, the first two 
digits 71 are for the Los Angeles District. Are the 
last four a consecutive number for the plant or does 
0911 mean a particular item or option? 

As far as we know the car has always been 
Wimbledon White. Speculation....did Ford put in 
its brand new HiPo 271 horse 289, possibly with 
an aluminum case T10? We don't know for sure.

We crawled all over, under, and 
around this special car and the photos 
are the tell all. Look at them closely. 

All of the fender openings have 
been enlarged slightly with a perfect 
roll on the backside of the fender. The 
profile looks stock until it is pointed 
out. The plywood box, unique to 
Sedan Deliverys, is modified with 
a lid which allows access to the 
previously wasted space in the box. 
One modification that all of us can 
relate to is the relocation of the gas 
filler tube, eliminating the spills, stains, 
and ruined paint. Pete's modifications, 
aside from performance mods, are 
things that we wish Ford would have 
done in the first place. 

Pete sold the Falcon in the 1980s. 
Several years later, Texas Cobra 
enthusiast Rick Nagel bought it, 
repainted it and added the modern 
side mirrors.

The car has the deluxe two-tone vinyl interior, 
stock location four speed and a manual choke 
knob on the dash, like six cylinders have.
